This  year  th©  Director °s  Report  deals  mainly  with  the 
facility p the  Patterson0 s 25th  year  at  Sandy p camp  statistical, 
projects  completed  and  things  to  do. 


THE  ISLAND 

Our  66  acre  island  Is  essentially  in  very  good  condition*  Much 
attention  has  been  given  to  the  facility  in  the  past  two  years  0 

Th®  Committee  has  asked  for  a study  of  the  island e possibly  a five 
year  plan,  and  the  development  of  a list  for  possible  capital  improve- 
Kents o 

Last  Pall  a member  of  the  YMCA  planning  board  visited  the  island  and 
gave  us  an  appraisal  that  essentially  said,  "Sandy  Island  is  in  great 
shape,  keep  on  doing  what  you  have  been  doing*"  He  did  suggest  that  we 
look  into  putting  our  main  electrical  lines  underground*  This  information 
was  conveyed  to  the  camp  committee  directly  this  Spring  at  the  meeting 
in  Woburn* 

This  summer  I conversed  with  the  N.H.  Electrical  Power  Company  that 
serves  our  area  and  their  recommendation  was  that  this  was  not  a good  idea* 
Their  experience  has  been  negative*  They  had  had  trouble  with  underground 
lines  corroding  and  if  there  is  a problem,  the  whole  line  has  to  be  dug 
up*  The  soil  condition,  the  rocks^  the  initial  expense,  all  seem  to  in- 
dicate that  we  do  not  do  this* 

The  overhead  lines  need  to  be  maintained,  by  keeping  the  trees  trimmed 
and  getting  rid  of  any  old  diseased  trees  that  may  come  down  onto  the  lines* 
We  have  been  mainly  trouble-free  all  this  camping  season*  We  did  have  a 
tree  come  down  during  staff  week  though* 

We  are,  however,  putting  underground  lines  in  our  smaller  hookups 
from  the  main  line  to  our  smaller  buildings  as  we  encounter  problems  or 
replace  systems* 

The  level  of  power  and  th®  shorter  distance  ef  the  lines  should  not 
be  a problem  to  us*  If  the  line  falls 0 it  will  only  affect  a small  portion 
of  the  system  and  not  shut  us  down  completely*

All  ©f  ©ur  major  buildings D th®  Lodge p Dining  HaXl0  Shop0 
and  the  Hostel  are  in  good  condition*  The  roofs e outside  alding0 
windows » etc*  are  fin©*  We  have  to  refinish  the  floors  in  tha 
lodge  and  dining  ram  0 keep  up  with  small  repairs screens « etc* 

Nothing  major  is  needed  and  all  these  buildings  have  been  recently 
stained  and  painted * 

The  other  buildings  including  the  staff  and  camper  cottages 0 
red  sehoolhousop  the  Pavillion0  Sandwallp  the  lava  and  ^ini  lavs 
are  alao  all  in  good  shape,.  Sine©  they  ar©  all  wooden  buildings 
with  screens 0 they  need  constant  attention  and  we  aro  keeping  up 
with  the  maintenance  with  our  service  crew  and  carpenter* 

Th©  Boat  house  v;as  recently  renovated  and  looks  Just  great*  Wo 
also  renovated  Buena  Vista  and  that  is  also  working  out  ©xtreaeXy 
well* 

THE  GROUNDS 

Our  66  acre  island  does  need  attention 0 We  ceaapleted  work 
a&ound  th©  dump  area  this  year  burying  most  everything*  Wo  cleared 
tress  around  part  of  the  lagoon  and  built  up  tha  banking*  We  also 
trimaad  and  took  out  trees  around  the  Kosteip  waterfront  and  cookout 
area*  W®  hav®  work  to  do  with  pruning  and  clearing  out  sn&ll 

and  dead  trees*  We  also  have  to  clear  wore  around  th©  lagoon  and 
finish  fencing  it  in* 

Another  project  area  we  want  to  work  on  is  removing  trees 
around  th®  schoolhouse  play  yard  and  trees  hanging  over  th©  tennis 
court© o A lot  of  this  work  will  be  don©  this  fall* 

Another  project  is  to  start  clearing  an  area  for  a combination 
basketball-volleyball  court*  This  means  removing  small  trees  and 
later  in  th©  Spring  doing  some  bull  dosing  work* 

Th©  tennis  courts  should  have  a sprinkler  system  installed  and 
w©  will  begin  to  study  doing  this*  AXeop  tha  fencing  around  th©  courts 
is  proving  to  be  a sorious  problem  to  main  tain*  We  have  to  find  some© 
thing  better  ’than  th©  chicken  wire  we  hams  been  using* 

Th©  waterfront©  beach  and  ©thar  areas  all  s®em  to  b©  ok  and  don°t 
require  any  major  work*  Our  rowboat  do  ok  is  ancient  9 i&etal  and  slowly 
rusting  away0  We  will  have  to  begin  to  think  of  a replacement  * 
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MAJOR  EQUIPMENT 


The  jeeps  are  undergoing  constant  repair  and  th©  thought  is  to 
gat  a pickup  truck  and  perhaps  retire  on®  or  the  older  troublesome 
jeeps o We  will  begin  to  work  on  this® 

The  boats  have  received  mtr  attention  this  year®  The  LittX© 

Sandy  was  completely  refinished  and  painted  and  is  running  very 
well®  Th©  Big  Sandy  neada  repaintingc*  re-canvasing  and  a Motor 
Job®  W®  will  begin  this  this  fall®  The  ski  boat  takes  a beating 
and  needs  seme  new  parts®  It  was  tun&d  up  this  year  and  had  some 
snail  parts  replaced  and  is  running  well® 

Th©  Sic  if  Skiff  needs  another/ motor®  A 25  HP  would  do  nicely® 

We  also  need  some  additional  rowboats  and  sailboards® 

The  Kitchen  ©quipa&ent  was  given  major  attention  this  summer  and 
all  th©  compressors 0 refrigerators©  frosse?s«  ranges©  ovens©  and  dtsh« 
washers  are  fin©  and  working  well®  Our  miser  needs  scats  work  and.  even- 
tually will  hav©  to  he  replaced 0 _W@  do  need  one  s&all  refrigerator  nsst 
year® 

W©  are  developing  a list  of  needs  for  our  cabins©  etc®  that 
campers  sjay  donate  to  us  such  as  lamps©  bureaus 3 etc®  I ass  proposing 
tho®&  ba  brought  to  our  reunion  in  Woburn  when  people  have  space  in 

their  cars®

Last  year  in  our  comment  box  we  received  many  suggestions  asking 
for  this  program  to  be  offered  at  Sandy  - After  speaking  with  Russ 
Carlston0  our  waterfront  director*,  and  other  staff 0 I brought  it  before 
the  camp  committee 0 

There  was  much  discussion  about  the  program  and  it  was  finally 
decided  that  it  deserved  a chance*  Soe  w@  went  ahead  with  plans  to  put 
it  into  th©  program*  I spent  a lot  of  time  looking  at  various  boards 
and  speaking  to  ether  Instructors*  We  ended  up  getting  two  Magnum  sail- 
boards for  $499oOO  each  and  a land  training  simulator  (used)  for  $75oOQ0 
Th©  program  has  bean  a real  success  and  wfell  received  by  the  campers 0 
Russ  has  developed  a very  affective  teaching  course  and  w®  plan  to  expand 
a little  next  year  by  adding  another  board  and  two  storm  sails  and  masts 
to  us©  In  heavy  s?ind  and  for  beginners  0

Again0  this  program  has  met  with  enthusiastic  support  from  the 
mothers  who  appreciate  so  m3  time  to  themselves  each  day* 

Not  all  children  accept  this  "being  away  from  aoaM0  but  for  the 
most  part*,  the  children  have  behaved  reasonably  well* 


Additional  program  changes  that  were  really  effective  were  the 
Tennis  and  Waterfront  programs 0 We  added  one  person  to  each  program 
and  It  mad®  a significant  difference » This  was  most  noticeable  in 
the  Tennis  program. 

For  years  Carole  Carls  ten  has  run  the  program  alone  and  depended 
on  the  service  crew  for  some  maintenance  worke  usually  by  different 
people  and  not  always  the  most  enthusiastic 0 

This  year  we  hired  an  additional  person  to  do  all  the  in-season 
maintenance.  He  also  does  the  bocce  and  shuffleboard  courts e and  he 
teaches  tennis  classes  as  wello 

The  effort  again  has  been  positive 0 Carole  says  the  courts  have 
never  been  better  and  the  ins  true  ional  classes  have  been  large.  Campers 
reactions  have  also  been  very  positive. 

By  adding  another  staff  person  to  the  waterfront 9 we  were  able  to 
handle  the  additional  load  of  the  sailboard  program  and  also  have  the 
waterfront  staff  drive  more  of  the  t&xi  boats  during  the  day.
